Trainer Riley will make an effort to 
have the ruling against him rescinded and a further 
bearing into the charges against Preston will be 
heard by Judges Hamilton, Pomeroy and Leightmi 
at Oaklud next week.

WINS IN VERY FAST TIME AFTER MANY BAD 
RACES AND IS BARRED FROM RACING. 

Walter Miller Resumes Riding and Adds Two 
Winners to His Long List — Tom Hayward 
Defeats Alice George. 



Oakland. Cal., .Vprll 13. — Lisiiro. with odds of 
:S0 to 1 against him. astonished race-got'rs at 
Oakland this afternoon with a*thoroughly uncx- 
t>ectisl and sensatUnial victory in the seven furlongs 
feature race, the I.arkspiir Huiidicaii, after having 
finished absolutely last, st'cmingly unable to raise 
a rcsiicctiihlc gallop. In his five preceding starts. 
“Lucky” Baldwin’s notorious in-and-oiiter was sup- 
IKirted towards the close and his jockey, W. Kelly, 
displayed such feverish anxiety to get away 
from the post that nidfinan's ire was aroused and 
the offender was fined f.'iO. Tills failed to deter the 
erratic rider, and Lisaro, eventually getting away 
in his stride, proi-eede<l to force and sot a pace so 
tremendous and well sustained that the gilt-edged 
opis>sition. iiehiiid him grew leg wear.v at tlie end of 
five furlongs and left him to pnietleally cfMne home 
alone, in the fast time for the distance of 1:2T>J. 

The stewards iiniiiediately afterwards aunoniiecil 
the siis|H'iision of the victor, wlilch, on account 
of his inconsistent performaiu'e will no haigcr be 
allowed to participate in tlie hK*al racing. 

The success of three favorites, two well-hacked 
secoml clsiices and of the horse just referred to.

.\ii interesting feature was the reappearance in 
the saddle after a lirlcf Illness of Walter Miller, 
who scorei! brilliant victories on Tom Hayward 
and I’eligroso in the second and third races re- 
sjiecfively.

England has appropriated all the principal 
sprint races, and both Of the two big one-mile 
events, the Trials and the Prince Wales’ Plate, 
and this bears out the argument that Indian bn.v- 
ers find that they can get better value for their 
mone.v for this class of horse in England than 
they can In the colonies. These results I think 
are worthy careful consideration at the hands of 
Anstralian sellers, as the Indian ‘nabob’ who 

goes to Anstralia from the country of ‘rajahs aad 
rice’ is beginning to debate within hlmaelt whetbeg

Washington. D. C., -\pril 13. — While the card 
offered liy the Washington Jockey Club this after- 
noon did not contain a stake feature it ixissessed 
sufficient prospects on jiaper to bring a big Monday 
crowd to the track. Th» weather conditions and 

a fast track, for the first lime in nearl.v a wei>k. 
made the afternoon an ideal one for racing. Only 
two first choices, Paniqiie in the third race and 
Sir Wooster in the steeplechase. Aicccedi'd In win- 
ning their respective races, hut the finishes in most 
of the six races wore close and exciting. Two 
favorites, Olxliirate and Banker, only lost through 
the iiicomiK'tency of their riders, McCarthy ami 
Brussel. 

The Chel.sea Stable furnished another winner to- 
day when trainer Preston Burch saddled The 
Wrestler for the first race. The winner rushed into 
the lead right after the start and iiiaiiilaiiied it to 
the finish, lint was put to a Iiard drive in tin* elos- 
iiig strides to wltlistaiid the ehalloiige of Workman. 
The latter, off none tini well, closed an immense 
gap ill the last half and would have won in a few 
more strides. 

D. Mr-Carthy, who was the bright Vtar among the 
riders here during the first few days of the meeting 
and who continued in fair form iiiiHl recenily, ap- 
|H-ars to liavc completely lost his head. His ride 
on Ohdurale, the favorite in the seixiud race, was 
his jiooiest exhililtion of the iiitvtiiig and a stable 
hoy could have done latter. lie had the mount 
on a filly which was eoiishlcrcd to Ih‘ iiuich the Is-st 
and John E. .Madden conliilciitly hacked his starter 
and also advised his friends to do so. Obdurate 
followed Kagmaii closely almost from the start, tlie 
pat'i'iiiaker niiinlng on the inside wliilc Mi-Carthy 
tiMik Obdurate to the outside.

Hold- 
ing his iiioiiiit under restraint to the streteh, he 
oiieiied a Idg lead and won hy six lengths without 
fully extending Paiiiqiie. Grac-e Cameron, which was 
witliilrawii frimi the first race to start in tlie third, 
set Hie early pace and was tlie nearest coiitcinlcr 
on the winner throughout. 

Sir WiHistcr experienced little trouldc in taking 
the stccplccliasc which was fourth on the program 
and won in a canter. Masiiada held liini in for a 
mile and a lialf and then overliauleil BhxHlstonc. 
The latter was making his first start through the 
field and, fencing well, showed much promise of 
iH-coiiiiiig a gixKl one. 

Alloy and Troy of Spades essayed to sot the pace 
in the fifth race, hut retired in the stretch. Kenip- 
toii was in close pursuit of the leaders from the 
start and liad a big lead midway of the stretch, 
hut was forced to do bis last at the end to win 
from Azure Maid. The Shaughrauii made up au im- 
mense amount of ground and finished a fast going 
third. 

Brus.sel, who had the mount on Banker, the 

receding favoi-lte in the closing race, thought TJni- 
lirella would quit after going a mile and also under- 
estimated the ability of W. Burns, the younger 
brother of Tommy Burns, wlio had the mount on 
the Daly liorse. Through overcoiilidciice Brussel 
was coutt-nt to trail the leaders to the stretch, 

where he sent his mount to the front, but Banker 
tired in the last stride and was nosed out by the 
winner. Banker was much the best and would have 

won had Brussel drawn his whip in the stretch run. 

Jolin E. Madden sold Obdurate after her race to 
D. L. Holden of Baltimore for $1,500. Her new 
owner will race her at the Pimlico meeting. 

AGGREGATE RACING FRIZES OF GERMANY, 

The “Deutscher Sport” of Germany publishes 
some Interesting details respecting racing in Ger- 
many, During the year 1907 owners of race horses 
running In Germany divided $1,065,785. This sum 
includes the premiums offered to breeders, and is 
$212,000 in excess of the amount distributed last 
year. Of this amount $9.">8,585 represented the 
winnings on the flat, and $677,405 rewarded cross- 
conntry owners, while breeders received $2,975. The 
sums above mentioned are thus made up: $192,525 

from the state; $695,555 from the different racing 
societies; $215,900 subventions accorded by the Union 
Club; $47,370 from the Royal Graditz Stud as the 
balance of the sums won during the year after 
reduction of the expenses incurred by the racing 
establlsbmeHt; $30,810 representing the donations of 

princes and persons desirous of promoting sport 

showing a total of $1,184,180. The balance, $481,- 
000, comes out of the pockets of owners in entries 
and forfeits. To sweeten this niqileasant pill there 
are some ^1,132 cups and souvenirs presented to 
owners of winners and their riders, given by the 
different race societies or by public and private 
doBora.
